RECRUITMENT: An introductory letter was sent out to current business owners in an effort to both solicit
their help and to inform them of the EDC and its goals. As of today, we have received no requests for more
information from any business owners.

CROSSWALK AND SIGNAL BOX ART: The initial ideas for traffic box designs were sent to DelDOT for their
approval. In an abundance of caution, DelDOT responded that they wanted to city to ensure that the
designs would not create any objections from other businesses or Delaware departments that the designs
were advertisements, which are not allowed on the traffic boxes.
